In our last issue the statement that
a number of important mining trans-
actions were pending, the facts of
whieh sould not be published at that
time, and that so soon us they were

A Big Transaction.

At Tueson Saturdsy, according to
the Star, James B. Seager and wife
transferred  the Helvetin group of
mines tothe Helvetin Mining Company,
the twn deeds transferring the proper-
ty, one for 4,400,0008 und the other for
1000, had 50008 worth of revenue
stumps attached to them, & substan-
tinl contribution towards defraying
Uncle Sam's war expenses.

Mr. Seager is one of the principal
stockbolders in the Helvetin mining
company, and there will be no change
in the management of the property.

The Helvetin group was purchased
from Edward Hughes, Phil. MeGovern
and Charles Lavery, and originally
comprised twenty-seven claims, but
adjncent copper land bas been secured
until the company now own 800 seres
of land, nearly all of which contains
good copper ore,

The dovelopment of the property is
being carried on as fust as men and
money can do it.  Onor about Nov, 1st
the big smelter will be completed, and
then then the present force of about
300 men will be largely increased,

A London dispateh of October 4th
says: The sensational news from
South Afriea this morning is the reit-
sration of yesterday’s report of the ac-
quisition by the Transvaal authorities
of H00000£ in gold which was on
the wuy to Capetown from Johannes-
berg. Confirmation comes from two
sonrces, The Cape Argus asserts the
Boers made the siezure at Vereeningen,
the amount being the week's shipment
of gold on the way from Rand to Cape-
town und forwarded the treasare to
Pretoria. The report is also confirmed
by a cablegram received today by a
mining company in London from their
representative which is to the effect
that the train upon which he was trav-
elling from Johanesberg to Capetown
was held ap and looted by the Boers
who securvd £H00000  in gold,
this amonnt being considerably less
than the original estimate, There is
nothing tungible in today's war news,
but the situstion remains as strained
as over,

An exchange =ays the editor of an
El Paso, Texus, paper picked uap his
rifle one duy recently amd started down
the path to have the gunsmith repair
it, The delinguent subseribers, how-
ever got it into their hends that he was
on the warpath, and everyone he met
insisted on paying him what they
owed him.

They are the Good Hope, Hopewell,
Posey, Black Girl and Allerton, and
are located in Pino canyon in the orig-
inal town of Blund.

Henry Strawbell and Joe Burke have
struck nice ore in the big broncho
running from Todd Basin into the
Layne Springs canyon. The ore car-
ries a good per cent of copper, besides
gold and silver,
